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PROVES VERY PROFITABLE 


E. F. Doten Busy Husking And Shelling 1000 Bushels 


{ 


Wi Many farmers and others interested in 
prowing corn have visited |. Ei. Doten’s form, 
just east of*the Arrowood Consolidated School, 
Twelve miles south of Glei¢hen to witness the 
first husking of corn in Western Canada, and 
none were disappointed. Flriday and Saturday 
there was a steady stream of visitors, some com- 


ing as far distant as twenty-five miles. While 
the Call man, accompanied {by Messrs. Harry 


Scott, D. Hutcheson, J. MeBean and A. McMul- 
len, was there Saturday afternoon, no less than 
five autos arrived with interested people. Nat- 
urally Mr, Doten was a very busy man, yet he 
took time to speak to all, and aifably answer 
the many questions asked of|him. 

For the reason that Mr.\Dotcn was busy we 
cannot here give the detailed report we siiould 
like, and the furthor reason |that he did not ex- 
pect to complete his husking joperations until to- 
day or tomorrow, and, therefore: it would be im- 
possible to arrive at exact canclusions. 

However, the trip was well worth the time 
occupied for his No. 1 “Rosenthal” corn husker 
was in excellent working conflition, and worked 
every smoothily. It is not @ very complicated 
machine, and in another isste we hope to find 
space to give some idea of its operation. 

Mr. Doten enjoys the distinction of being the 
first man to have the foresight to see that it was 
possible here in Alberta to grow corn profitably, 
and also the first to prove his contentions in this 
respect by averaging eight bushels to the acre 
from ninety acres he had in crop last year, thirty 
acres being North West Dent and the balance 
Alberta Ninety Day Flint. Most of this is the 
best of seed corn for this country, and seed corn 
now brings arund $4.00 per bushel it is easily 
seen that his last year’s crop is a profitable one. 
Better still, it is claimed that by growing corn 
the land here produces better results the follow- 
ing year than summerfallow for wheat, as well 
as making ‘it possible to caked a profitable crop 
every year. | 


Besides owning the first corn husker import-. 


ed into Western Canada, Mr. |Doten also owns, 
we understand, the first corn sheller, This is also 
a rather simple but very effective machine, which 
he operates in the basement of his house during 
the stormy weather. As evidence of its practic- 
ability a few éars of corn weile put through in 
our presence coming out perfeetly clean of corn. 
A number of sacks piled up ready for sale were 
also in evidence; while ohe of gur number there 
and then paid Mr. Doten reall money for corn 
seed he had already shipped tojhim, and he said 
he had inguiries from all party of the west, 

As evidence of the feeding qualities of this 
corn there were in a pen a half dozen pigs that 
were to fat for the butcher trade, which eight 
weeks previously one man took, in his hands and 
easily placed them in a wagon hox, | There were 
also a number of fine looking! cattle in an ad- 
joining field to where the husking operations 
were carried on that could not be kept away from 
the fence over which the wind carried some of 
the fine husks. 

Mr. Doten was raised in the Southern States 
on his father’s farm, where corn growing is the 
main agricultural pursuit of the country and 
talks most entertainly on the subject. — For in- 
stance he says that in order to get the best corn 
he now produces it has taken three years and 
that each year the seed becomes harder and bet- 
ter, In the matter of selecting seed he advises 
great care be taken and also the planting of corn 
requires considerable knowledge, as well as its 
cultivation, and preservation until it is shelled.

Prepare for Grasshoppers Advises Prof. Strickland 


It will not be long now before the grasshopper will 

again claim a lot of attention and all will be anxious to 
know just what is best to do to free themselves of these 
pests, 
Prof, Strickland states that scouts should be in the 
field before the end of May to examine and report on all 
fields that are infested. He states the lessor migratory 
grasshoppers are a menace to all within ten miles, since 
the hoppers will migrate in July to fields of grain and 
reduce the yields from one to five bushels an acre. Mr. 
Strickland also urges that proposed summerfallow land 
should be cultivated as soon ag posible, while the soil is 
still moist, the field being plowed from the edges toward 
the centre, thus herding the hoppers together in the un- 
plowed strips, where they can he poisoned before plowing 
is finished. He alse urges that arangements be made 
by municipal or other authorities for the burning over 
of all vacant territory after the hoppers have hatched in 
the spring and before there is too much green growth. 

He suggests precautions foy farmers in sandy areas 
as follows: 

Plow well and deeply all stubble fields to be seeded 
this spring. 

See that all vacant land in the district is well scouted 
for hoppers during the last week in May. 

Work all infested summerfallow from the edges in- 
ward. Driving of hoppers onto, neighbors’ fields is liable 
to bring penalty under the Pest} Act. 

Organize campaign to burn all deserted fields found 
infested at end of May. 


There were 14,456 births during the year, 390 less
